On 
Fridav) in consequence of a resolu- i 
tion of the International Committee, 
a deputation, consisting of five of 
their number, sought and had an 
audience of the Pope. They were, 
as I am informed, Cardinal Schwartz- 
enhurg. Monseigneur Dar'oov. Arch- 
bishop of Paris, Monseigneur Gino-J 
uillhac. recently created Archbishop 
of Lyons, Monseigneur Calabriano, j 
Archbishop of Milan, and Monseig- 
neur Conolly, Archbishop of Halifax. 
The Archbishop of Paris is stated to j 
have thrown himself at the feet of 
the Pope and entreated him not to 
make himself infallible — all to no] 
purpose, as the event has proved.' 
His Holiness received them kindly, I 
begged them to leave in writing a 1 
statement of w hat they desired, and | 
then dismissed them — not. however, 
before Cardinal Schwarlzenburg, as 
I am told, declared that the dogma 
would not be worth the paper on 1 
which it was written. On Saturday 
the Fathers met again in a general j 
congregation to consider the votes' 
of “ Placet juxla modum,” as I i 
have already reported, and later in ] 
that day, or yesterday, t lie opposition ' 
f athers met nt the Archbishop <J 
Paris' at.d Cardinal Raucher’s apart 
menls. Instead of adhering to their 
original proposition to attend the, 
council and to declare their votes, Jit 
was decided to draw up a protest, 
sign it, and then, absenting them* 
selves from the council, leave Rome , 
as soon as possible. Yesterday, [ 
tiierefore, was a busy day. Onej 
might have counted no fewer than) 
fifteen carriages at a time at the door | 
of Cardinal Raucbcr, and last even- 
ing nearly twenty of the Fathers 
left Rome, and seven or eight this] 
morning.

Placet,’’ and two, Neapolitans, bad I 
the pluck to cry ‘‘Non placet.” The j 
re juest of the deputation from the I 
International Committee was, “that | 
His Holiness would omit to say that , 
the infallibility ofjtlie Tope was the; 
tradition of the church, and that he! 
would cause the anathema to be re j 
moved, but that is the bonne bouclie 
of the whole ailair, and it was rather) 
too much to expect that Christians 
-o fond of cursing could abstain from ; 
one curse more, there was a little j 
episode at the congregation on I 
Saturday worth nothing. At the 1 
close of the proceedings 1 believe a 
Cardinal read a protest against the; 
**putidissimas calumnias " which 
have been published by journalists 
and pamphleteers, nut merely “the) 
herterodux and open enemies of the 
< ross of Christ,” but “those who call 
themselves the sons ot the Catholic 
church.” Two copies of a protest ! 
were therefore sent to each of the I 
fathers, who were invited to express 
their sentiments regarding ‘*the base i 
lies” and ‘•lalse and calumnious 
statements” which had been spread 
to the dishonor of the Church and 
the august person of our Most Holy 
Lord (1'ius IN). Moreover, they, 
were invited to sign it, which it was : 
said w as done, and these papers w ere 
placed in the archives of the Council. ! 
Many, however, certainly did not ; 
sign ihe protest, and could not hon- j 
estly sign it, for I know those among 
the Fathers who declared that every < 
word in La Cerniere lie ridu Con ] 
cite, one of the works condemned, | 
was true. And now all who can are 
leaving. Un .Saturday the Papal 
commission to start on their travels) 
was given to the Fathers, who have 
been dispersing ever since. They 1 
came, say the Romans, as pastori, ] 
and leave as pecore. Nor is that all 
the truth, lor they leave as pecore 
shorn of all authority and iudepend- 1 
ence.
